1. In these rules, unless there is anything repufjfuaiit in the subject or context,

a. ttn or before Hie date .so apiioinled for the nomination id' candidates, each 
candidate shall, «>ilher in jierson or by his jirojioser or by his seconder or b,v bis election 
afreiit, bi>lween the hours of 12 o'clock in the forenoon and !} o’clock in the aUiU'iioon, 
dediver to the Hcturiiinjj( Olliceror to such other jierson as ma.y be aulhoriseil;. ‘ this 
behalf a nomination paper comideled in Eorm 1 annexed to the,se rules and siitfcfi^d 
by the candidate himself as assenting: to the nouiination and by two persons as 
and .sei-ondcr whose names arc registered on the Electoral Roll of the constituency for 
which the candidate is nominated. 

Provided that a nomination jiaper sifriied by a duly authorised attorney on behalf of 
the candidate shall, for the purpose of this rule, be held to bo signed by the candiilate 
himself as assenting to his nomination.

(2) All forest produce in transit shall be liable to stoppage by an officer 
specially authorised in this behalf by the Conservator of Forests for

ATo. 200-7’. (15).—The Government of India have received ilife report pf the Tarill 
Board called for in ReHolution No. 260-'i\ (15), dat^d 8th October 1924, of the Commerce 
Dopartment, on the application by Mesara. Tata Sons, Limited, Agenta of the Tata Iron and 
Steel Company, roqneating that the Governor Uoneral in Council aliould exercise bis 
^powers under section 2 (/) of the Steel Industry (Protection) Act, 1924 (XIV of 1924). 
• It will be available for sale in Calcutta and Bombay on Friday, November 28th. 

2. The Board has examined the prices at which ateel ih being imported and those which 
the Tata Iron and Steel Company has been able to obtain for its products. As a result 
mainly of a heavy fall in tho sterling prices of Continental ateel and of the maintenance 
of the exchange in the neighbourhood of 1». 6(1., the Board finds definitely that the Steel 
Industry (Protection) Act has so far failed to achieve its purpose. For this rear^n, tho 
BoArd recommends heavy increases in tho duties on nnfabricatod steel with cy^nseqneiitial 
increases on fabi'icated articles. The different recoininendations are conveniently summa¬ 
rised in the foliowing table ;— • *

3. Tho Government of India accept the finding of the*Tariff Board that tho protec¬ 
tion given by the Steel Industry (Protection) Act has been insufficient, ami that further 
protection is necessary in order to give effect to the intentions of the Legislature as 
expressed in section 2 (/) of the Act. But they do not think that this further protection 
should take the form of the very heavy a«iditional duties proposed by tha Tariff Board. 
The Government of India have calculated, in accordance with the methods adopted by the- 
Board in its original report, that those additional duties would impose a burden on the- 
oonsumer of more than two crores of rupees while the maximum benetlt which, if prices 
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rude by the full amuiiiit of the increase of duty’they woald confer on the industry woul^ 
not exceed Rs. 50 lakhs in a year. Out the Tariff Ooard reports the existence of 
heavy stucks of imported steel in India, and until these stocks are exhausted, the 
industry could not derive the full advantage of the new tariff. Further objection to the 
proposed duties is that, if the duties on uufubricated steel are increased, it is necessary to 
go further and also to increase the duties on fabrioute<] steel. 

4. Iq these circunistauces, the Government of India have decided ihat the further 
assistance which tho Hoard*reports to bo necessary would more appropriately take the form 
of bounties. The*protective duties imposed in June last have brought in more revenue 
than was anticipated. Up to the iilst Octobi^r last, the total receipts from these duties 
amounted to 106 lakhs,.and dt is calculated that at least fifty lakhs represent extra revenue 
arising from the enhancements in the duties. Thus even if allowance is made for tho 
commitments ofithe Government of India in respect of the bounties contemplated by 
sections 3 am) 4 of the Act, it is probable that (hero will be a considerable net surplns of 
reveniie from th»*Be protective duties as compared with the estimate framed when the 
duties were imposed. The Governinont of India therefore propose to recommend to the 
Legislative Assembly as soon as it meets in January next that the protection now afforded, 
to the industry should be supplemented by bounties. The exact form which these bounties 
will take and other questions connected with tho best method of working the system will 
require detailed consideration, but the choice seems to lie between bounties on the different 
classes of raw steel specified in |>aragraph 2 above at rates equivalent to the additional 
duties proposed and bounties on finished steel pro<luced in India so calculated us to give 
approximately the same financial return to the industry. As at present advised, the 
Government of Imiia are in favour of the later alternative, and their recommendation -will 
probably fake the form that the bounty should amount to Ks. 20 per ton on finished steel 
produced in India. They are further of opinion that these bounties should be given for one 
year from let October last to 30th September next, that they should bo subject to a limit 
of Rs. 50 lakhs, and that before the period indicated expires, the whole matter should be 
reviewed in tho light of the circumstances then prevailing in order that it may be decided 
before the opening of tho autumn session whether it is necessary or advisable to place fresh 
proposals before the Assembly. 

5. The Tariff Board was precluded by its terms of reference from considering any 
form of protection other than that contemplated by section 2 of the Steel Industry (Pro¬ 
tection) Act. But tho Government of India have ascertained that the Board warmly 
approves of the additional protection which it has found to bo necessary, taking the form 
of bounties.

Governments and Administrations, all Departments of the Government of India, the 
Director-General of Commercial Intelligence, the Indian Trade Commissioner in London, 
and to the tiecrelary.
